This morning I want us to think together around the 


theme, “Love So Amazing, So Divine.” 


John 3:16 is perhaps 


the most popular verse; perhaps the best known verse of the 


Scriptures and yet, I think, so 
little understood: “For God so lov- 


ed the world, that he gave his on- Ee 
ly begotten Son, that whosoever . 


believeth in him should not perish, 


but have everlasting life.” Lying | |:

which we may have overlooked, 
or at least didn’t look into suf- 
ficiently. 

John 3:16 is one of the verses in 
the Bible that suffers from too 
much familiarity. It is like the 
first verse of Psalm 23. It is eas- 
ily memorized and you always 
have it ready in your pocket when 
the preacher asks for verses, and 
you jump up and say, “For-God- 
so - loved - the - world - that - he - 
gave - his-only - begotten - Son - 
that - whosoever - believeth - in - 
him - should - not - perish - but 
- have - everlasting - life.” Period! 
You have recited a verse and that 
is about all you did do. Someone 
has said that familiarity with a 
thing breeds a contempt for it. 
You live with a thing, and in a 
certain atmosphere, and finally it 
loses either its attraction or its 
distaste, and it becomes sort of 
commonplace. So it is with this 
verse. May the Spirit of God help 
us this morning as we try to see 
what lies hidden underneath this 
matchless, marvelous gem of 
Scripture. 


I. Expressive In Its Action 

I would observe, first of all, 
that this verse reveals that the 
love of God is expressive in its

action, “God so loved that he 
gave.’ Any love that is love at 
all will sooner or later go into 
action. Love that is real love, 
love that is what it claims to 
be, must express itself. Love nev- 
er can be satisfied by just mere 
contemplation and, inner medi- 
tation. Sooner or later you are 
going to let the object of your 
love know it. The young fellow 
who calls upon his sweetheart 
doesn’t sit over on one side of 
the room week after week and 
twirl his thumbs and roll his eyes, 
and keep saying to himself, “How 
I love her!

The Jews were slow of heart 
to believe all that the prophets 
had spoken concerning the SUFFER- 
INGS of their Messiah; we are slow 
of heart to believe all that they 
have spoken concerning His GLory. 
Surely the greater reproach is 
ours, for it ought to be easier to 
believe that the Son of God would 
come “in the clouds of heaven, 
with power and great glory,” than 
that He would come as the Babe 
of Bethlehem, and the Carpenter 
of Nazareth. Indeed, we believe 
the latter because it has happen- 
ed, not because the prophets fore- 
told it, and it is time we ceased 
to reproach the Jews for their un- 
belief, If it be asked how they 
could possibly be blinded to the 
evident meaning of so many and 
such unequivocal predictions, the 
answer is, that they were blinded 
in exactly the same way that 
many Christians are blinded to 
the equally evident meaning of a 
far greater number of predictions 
of His earthly glory, viz., by the 
process of “spiritualizing” Scrip- 
ture. In other words, the ancient 
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scribes told the people that the 
prophecies of Messiah’s sufferings 
were not to be interpreted literal- 
ly, Just as some modern scribes 
are telling the people that the 
prophecies of Messiah’s earthly 
glory are not to be literally in- 
terpreted. 

But the second advent is a 
promise to the Church as well as 
to the Jew. Among the last words 
of comfort and exhortation ad- 
dressed by our Lord to His per- 
plexed and sorrowing disciples be- 
fore He accomplished the sacri- 
fice of the cross were these: 

“Let not your heart be trou- 
bled: ye believe in God, believe 
also in me. In my Father’s house 
are many mansions: if it were 
not so, I would have told you, I 
go to prepare a place for you. 
And if I go and prepare a place 
for you, I will come again and 
receive you unto myself; that 
where I am, there ye may be 
also” (John 14:1-3). 


Here the Lord speaks of His 
coming again in precisely the 
same terms as of His departure. 
The latter was, we know, per- 
sonal and bodily. If we say that 
the former is impersonal] and spir- 
itual,” surely to such a forced in- 
terpretation of simple language 
we ought to be constrained only 
by the most imperative and un- 
qualified scripture elsewhere. But 
no such passages exist. 


But we are not left to doubt 
upon this vital point, nor to the 
conclusions of reason, however 
irresistible. 

In the very moment of our 
Lord’s disappearance from _ the 
sight of His disciples, “two men 
stood by them in white apparel; 
which also said, Ye men of Gali- 
lee, why stand ye gazing up into 
heaven? THIS SAME JESUS, which

Looking for that blessed hope, 
and the glorious APPEARING of the 
great God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ (Titus 2:13). 


For our citizenship is in heaven; 
from whence also WE walt for a 
Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ: 
who shall fashion anew the body 
of our humiliation, that it may 
be conformed to the body of his 
glory, according to the working 
whereby he is able even to subject 
all things unto himself (Phil. 3: 
20, 21 R. V.). 

Beloved, now are we the sons 
of God; and it doth not yet ap- 
pear what we shall be: but we 
know that, WHEN HE SHALL APPEAR, 
we shall be like him; for we shall 
see him as he is (I John 3:2). 

And behold, I COME quickly; and 
my reward..is with me, to give 
every man according as his work 
shall be (Rev. 22:12). 

For this “blessed hope” we are 
taught to “watch” (Mark 13:33, 


35. 37: Matt. 24:42; 25:13); 
“wait,” (I Thess. 1:10); and, be 
“ready” (Matt. 24:44). The last 


prayer in the Bible is one for 
Christ’s speedy return (Rev. 22: 
20). 

By these scriptures it abundant- 
ly appears that the second advent 
will be personal and bodily; there- 
fore it does not mean the death 
of the believer, nor the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem, nor the descent 
of the Holy Spirit at Pentecost, 
nor the gradual diffusion of Chris- 
tianity; but that it is the “blessed 
hope” of the Church, the time 
when sleeping saints will be rais- 
ed, and, together with saints then 
living, who will be “changed” (I 
Cor. 15:51, 52), caught up to meet 
the Lord; the time when we who 
are now the sons of God will be 
like Him, and when faithful saints 
will be rewarded for works of 
faith, for His name’s sake, after 
they have been saved.

The student may multiply these 
contrasts almost _ indefinitely. 
Enough, however, has been ad- 
duced to show that both the prom- 
ises to Israel and to the Church 
imperatively require a return of 
our Lord to the earth. 


NoTE.—It may be helpful to be- 
ginners in Bible study to consider, 
/briefly, the various theories which 
are here and there put forward 
to oppose the scriptural doctrine 
of the personal and corporeal re- 
turn, or second advent of Christ. 


It will, of course, be clearly 
understood that the scriptures 
which speak of His visible and 
bodily appearing at the close of 
this dispensation must be dis- 
tinguished from those which refer 
to His divine attributes of om- 
niscience and omnipresence, by 
virtue of which He knows all 
things and is always present 
everywhere, and of which such 
passages as Matt. 18:20 and Matt. 
28:20 are examples. 

It is blessedly true that, in this 
sense, He is with us always, even 
unto the end of the age. 

But the “Man Curist Jesus” 
is now personally and corporeally 
at the right hand of God, as Acts 
1:9-11 plainly declares: And when 


he had spoken these things, while 
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they beheld, he was taken up; 
and a cloud received him out of 
their sight. And while they looked 
steadfastly toward heaven as he 
went up, behold, two men stood 
by them in white apparel; which 
also said, Ye men of Galilee, why 
stand ye gazing up into heaven? 
this same Jesus, which is taken 
up from you into heaven, shal] 
so come in like manner as ye 
have. seen him go into heaven. 

Stephen saw Him there: But 
he, being full of the Holy Ghost, 
looked up steadfastly into heaven, 
and saw the glory of God, and 
JESUS STANDING ON THE RIGHT HAND 
OF Gop, and said, Behold, I see the 
heavens opened, and the Son of 
man standing on the right hand 
of God (Acts 7:55, 56). 

... When he had by _ himself 
purged our sins, sat down ON THE 
RIGHT HAND OF THE MAJESTY ON 
HIGH (Heb. 1:3). 

If ye then be risen with Christ, 
seek those things which are above, 
WHERE CHRIST SITTETH ON THE 
RIGHT HAND OF Gop (Col, 3:1). 

To illustrate: During the Fran- 
co-Prussian war, Von Moltke, by 
his genius and skill, and by a 
network of telegraph wires, was 
really present on every battle- 
field, though visibly and personal- 
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ly present in his office in Berlin. 
Later in the war he joined the 
army before Paris, after which his 
actual and visible presence was 
there. So our Lord, by virtue of 
His divine attributes, is really 
present with His Church now, 
but He will be visibly and per- 
sonally upon the earth at His 
second coming. 

1, The prophecies concerning the 
return of the Lord were not ful- 
filled by the descent of the Holy 
Spirit at Pentecost, nor by His 
manifestation in powerful revivals 
and happy prayer-meetings, be- 
cause: 

1st. This interpretation prac- 
tically nullifies the doctrine of 
the Trinity—making the Holy 
Spirit only a manifestation of 
Christ. 

2nd. Because, In Christ’s prom- 
ise of the descent of the Spirit He 
distinctly speaks of Him as “AN- 
OTHER Comforter” (John 14:16); 
and in John 16:7 Christ says: “If 
I go not away, the Comforter will 
not come unto you; but if I de- 
part I will send him unto you.” 

Srd,. Because, The _ inspired 
writers of Acts, the Epistles, and 
of Revelation, mention the return 
of the Lord more than one hun- 
dred and fifty times after Pente- 
cost, and always as yet future. 

4th. Because, None of the 
events predicted to accompany 
the second advent of Christ oc- 
curred at Pentecost. These are: 
The resurrection of sleeping saints 
(1 Cor. 15:22, 23; 1 Thess, 4:13- 
16); the “change” of living be- 
lievers, by which they “put on in- 
corruption”’—their ‘vile bodies” 
being “fashioned like unto His 
glorious body,” and their being 
caught up to meet the Lord in 
the air (1 Cor. 15:51-53; 1 Thess. 
4:17: Phil. . 3:20.21); and the 
mourning of all the tribes of the 
earth because of the visible com- 
ing of the Son of man in power 
and great glory (Matt. 24:29,30; 
Rev. 1:7). 

These are the phenomena asso- 
ciated with the event of our 
Lord’s. return. When He comes, 
these phenomena will be present. 
Not one of these things occurred 
at Pentecost, nor in any other 
manifestation of the Holy Spirit. 

2. The conversion of a sinner is 
not the coming of the Lord, One 
would think this theory too puerile 
to be seriously put forth as a suf- 
ficient explanation of prophecies 
so numerous and circumstantial. 
We need only say that, 

1st. According to Scripture this 
is exactly reversed. Conversion is 
the coming of a sinner to Christ, 
not the coming of Christ to a sin- 
ner (Matt. 11:28; John 5:40; John 
7:37; John 6:37). 

29nd. None of the events above 
enumerated, predicted to occur 
when the Lord returns, accom- 
pany the conversion of a sinner.

3. The death of a Christian is 
not the coming of Christ; for 

lst. When the disciples under- 
stood the Lord to say that one of 
their number should tarry till He 
came, the saying went abroad 
among them that “that disciple 
should not die” (John 21:22-24), 

2nd,. The inspired writers al- 
ways refer to a believer’s death 
as his departure. In not one in- 
stance is the coming of the Lord 
connected with a Christian’s 
death. See Phil, 1:23; 2 Tim. 4:6; 
2 Cor. 5:8. Dying Stephen saw 
the heavens opened, and the Son 
of man — not coming, but — 
“STANDING on the right hand of 
God” (Acts 7:55,56). 

3rd. None of the events pre- 
dicted to occur when the Lord 
returns accompany the death of a 
Christian. 

4. The destruction of Jerusalem 
by the Romans was not the second 
coming of Christ; for 

lst. In Matt. 24, and Luke 21, 
three events are foretold: The de- 
struction of the temple, the com- 
ing of the Lord, and the end of 
the world (age). See Matt. 24:3. 
It was the needless confusion of 
these perfectly distinct things 
which gave rise to the notion that 
the fulfilment of one was the ful- 
filment of all. 

2nd. The apostle John wrote the 
book of Revelation after the de- 
struction of Jerusalem, but still 
speaks of the coming of the Lord 
as a future event (Rev. 1:4, 7; 
2:20 32113 Zeit, 14, 20). 1he last 
promise of the Bible is, “Surely, 
I come quickly;” the last prayer, 
“Even so, come, Lord Jesus.” 

3rd. None of the events pre- 
dicted to occur when the Lord re- 
turns occurred when Jerusalem 
was destroyed. See 1 Thess. 4: 
14-17; Matt. 24:29-31; Matt. 25: 
31,32, etc. 

5. The diffusion of Christianity 
is not the second coming of Christ; 
for 

ist. The diffusion of Christiani- 
ty is gradual, whereas the Scrip- 
tures refer to the return of the 
Lord as sudden and unexpected 
(Matt. 24:27,36-42, 44, 50; 2 Pet. 
3:10; Rev. 3:3). 

2nd. The diffusion of Christiani- 
ty is a process; Scripture invar- 
iably speaks of the return of the 
Lord as an event. 

3rd. The diffusion of Christiani- 
ty brings salvation to the wicked, 
whereas the coming of Christ is 
said to bring, not salvation to 
them, but “sudden destruction” 
(1 Thess. 5:2.3; 2 Thess. 1:7-10; 
Matt. 25:31-46. 

6. Nor do these alleged explana- 
tions and theories, though wide- 
spread, appear in the books of 
reputable theologians of any 
school or denomination, nor are 
they maintained by a single exe- 
gete of universally recognized 
eminence. These all maintain the 
bodily and visible second coming 
of Christ. 

It is, however, sometimes said 
that this coming cannot occur un- 
til after the world has been con- 
verted bythe preaching of the 
gospel, and has submitted to the 
spiritual reign of Christ for one 
thousand years. It is submitted 
that this view is wholly erron- 

us, because: 
Shek Scripture clearly describes 
the condition of the earth at the 
second coming of Christ to be one, 
not of millennial blessedness, but 
of awful wickedness (Luke 17: 
96-32, with Gen. 6:5-7 and Gen. 
13:13: Luke 18:8; Luke 21:25-27). 

2nd. Scripture describes the 
whole course of this dispensation 
from the beginning to the end in 
such terms as to exclude the pos- 
sibility of a converted world in 
any part of it (Matt. 13 :36-43, 
47-50: Matt, 25:1-10; 1 Tim. 4:1; 
2 Tim. 3:1-9; 4:3, 4; 2 Pet. 3: 3, 4; 
Jude 17-19). 

3rd. The purpose of God in this 
dispensation is declared to be, not 
the conversion of the world, but 
to “gather out of the Gentiles a 
neople for His name.” After this 
He “will return,” and then, and 
not before, will the world be con- 
verted. See Acts 15:14-17: Matt. 
94:14 (“ for a witness”); Rom. 1:5 
(“among,” not “of” all nations); 
Rom. 11:14 (“some,” not “all’’); 
1 Cor. 9:22: Rev. 5:9 (“out of,” 
not “all” of). 

4th. It would be impossible to 
“watch” and “wait” for an event 
which we knew could not occur 
for more than one thousand years.

I am interested. I think I'd like 
to publish it in the next edition. 
Doozey—how do you spell it?” 
I said, “Well, let’s settle for diz- 
zy, will you?”) 

But you should have seen that 
valentine! It was about two feet 
high, stood on an easel, and at 
least eighteen inches across, and 
the box that it came in was about 
eight inches deep. It was made 
of solid, genuine celluloid—just 
rolls, and rolls, and rolls, and rolls 
of it, all perforated and filigreed, 
and flumididdled, sixteen bucks 
worth of it! And right in the mid- 
die where all these little rolls went 
out, you know, right in the middle 
was a bare spot that went way 
to the back wall of the thing and 
away back there in that little 
frame was a great big red heart 
with an arrow right spang through 
it. Sixteen dollars worth! I hope 
she got the idea. I think she did. 
But, anyhow, love sooner or later 
goes into action, and when it does, 
it may be demonstrative and it 
may be something that no one 
else can understand but you, but 
it is love nevertheless. 

So, I think it was, with the 
great heart of God. God so loved. 
He loved Adam and Eve. He loved 
right on down through the unfold- 
ing centuries of the Old Testa- 
ment. Loving! Loving! Loving! He 
sent messengers to tell the people 
that He loved them. For four 
thousand years God sat yonder in 
the Heavens looking down upon 
a race of men and women and 
Saying, “How I love them! How 
I love them!” Then, one day, di- 
vine love went into action. Love 
must let the object of its love 
know that it is loved. 

I think we have an illustration 
of what I am trying to say to 
you this morning in the eleventh 
and twelfth chapters of John’s 
Gospel. You remember the case 
of Lazarus who had taken ill and 
the doctors had no doubt come 
and ministered; and then he was- 
n't able to go to the office any 
more, he had to stay home. Weeks 
dragged into months, and he be- 
came worse and worse, and then 
the sisters, Mary and Martha, 
sent for the Lord, but He didn’t 
come. One day Lazarus breathed 
his last and was wrapped in grave- 
clothes and taken out to the sep- 
ulcher, and Mary and Martha had 
come back to the little home. 
Then, four days later, the Lord 
Jesus Christ had come and He had 
taken the sisters out to the sep- 
ulcher and the stone had been 
rolled away and Lazarus was 
brought out alive and well. 

And now, in the twelfth chapter 
of John, a few months later, a 
supper is being given in the Beth- 
any home in honor of Jesus. The 
record here is interesting. It says 
that Lazarus was one of those 
reclining at the table. Martha is 
out in the kitchen serving, and 
Mary is seated there in the din- 
ing-room watching the festive 
scene. I can reconstruct the scene 
in my imagination now. As she 
sits there in the . dining-room, 
looking over the guests at the 
table, her eyes rest upon Lazarus, 
and she lives over those days of 
awful concern and the day when 
death had come. She lives over 
again the hour of his burial. She 
lives over again the day when she 
and her sister came back to the 
little home in Bethany where the 
light had gone out; where there 
was no more warmth. Everything 
had turned cold and dark, and the 
place was full of dread. Through 
the four long days she and her sis- 
ter had sat thus in meditation and 
contemplation of their sorrow 
Then,. Jesus. came, and Lazarus 
was restored, and here he is now 
reclining there at the table, eat- 
ing like a harvest hand, strong 
and robust. He represents her 
blessing. 

Now I see her eyes as they leave 
Lazarus and move across the table 
and fasten themselves upon Jes- 
us. Her contemplation now moves 
from the blessing to the Blesser, 
and as she realizes that it was 
Jesus who changed it all, that it 
was Jesus who brought warmth 
and sunshine and hope back into 


, the little home in Bethany, that 


it was Jesus who had done it all, 
love begins to well up in her soul. 
Great, surging billows of it seize 
her and carry her on in the great 


floodtide of emotion, and, as she 
contemplates Jesus, I can hear 
her saying softly to herself, “Oh, 
how I love Him! Oh, how I love 
Him!” Then love comes.to its cli- 
macteric. Love must go into ac- 
tion. And without a moment’s hes- 
itation, without a moment's con- 
sideration of what she is doing, 
she lays her hand upon the most 
priceless thing she possesses, that 
precious expensive little alabas- 
ter box filled with ointment of 
spikenard, very costly, and she 
rushes to the Saviour and crush- 
es it in her hands and pours it 
out over his feet—love has gone 
into action! 

May I pause long enough here 
to inject this thought? When Mary 
went into action on the emotion 
of love she was not cool and cold 
and calculating. It never entered 
her head to think a moment about 
what she was doing. There with 
a reckless abandonment of love. 
She wanted to do something to 
tell Jesus how she loved Him and 
it mattered not to her that she 
was taking everything that the 
little home in Bethany had saved 
up through the years! 

Ah, I wonder if it is that way 
with you and me? Let me tell 
you, my friend, if every time you 
do something for Jesus Christ you 
sit down and try to figure it out 
in what it cost you to do it; if 
every time you sacrifice something 
for Jesus Christ, you kind of put 
it down in a mental note book— 
“T did that for Jesus Christ and 
it cost me so much; I sacrificed 
$500 on a call to another pastorate 
or something for Jesus,” or you 
may be a tither and at the end 
of the year when you total up 
your income you discover that you 
paid 12 cents or 13 cents more 
into the church than your tithe 
came to, and you go to the tithe 
box and take the 13 cents out 
and put it in your pocket—you 
keep books on God Almighty like 
you would keep books on a hired 
hand—if that is the kind of love 
you’ve got, if that is the kind of 
sacrificial service you have, you 
need another dip in the floodtides 
of love. That isn’t love; that’s 
just cold business. Love doesn’t 
stop to consider what it costs.

with a broken, twisted body and 


an almost hopeless future, and is 
laid upon the shelf—can’t be used 
anywhere any more, doesn’t sit 
around and say, “That is what it 
cost me to serve Jesus Christ.” 
They tell you it is a high and 
holy privilege! And so with Mary. 
She broke the box over the Sav- 
iour’s feet and the record here 
is that the odor of it filled the 
room where they sat. 

I think it was something like 
that, dear friends, with God. In 
the mighty climacteric of divine 
love when love must express it- 
self in action, God in Heaven did- 
n’t look around and say, “Well 
now, I wonder what I can spare. 
Can I send the Archangel Gabriel? 
Can I send Michael? Can I send 
the seraphs?” Without a moment's 
hesitation, God Almighty reached 
out and took the precious oint- 
ment of the deity of His own Son, 
put it into the alabaster box of 
sinless humanity and then sent it 
out to a hill hardby a city’s gate, 
and when it was secured to a cross 
of wood, God in Heaven reached 
down, struck it a crushing blow, 
and it broke and smashed in 
pieces. Out of the broken alabaster 
box of His sinless humanity there 
flowed the saving ointment of His 
deity and the odor of it fills this 
church where we sit this morning! 
God so loved that He gave. God’s 
love is expressive in its action. 


Il. Extraordinary In Its Choice 

I would remind you, in the sec- 
ond place, that God’s love is ex- 
traordinary in its choice. God so 
loved the world, God so loved the 
cosmos—not the angels, not the 
sun and the moon and the stars, 
not the beautiful scenery of His 
own creation, not the flowing 
streams and the nestling lakes and 
the snow-capped peaks and the 
flower-decked plains—God so lov- 
ed the cosmos. And the marvel, 
the extraordinary marvel of the 
love of God in loving the cosmos 


is seen in what God, on a number 


of occasions, has said about that 
very cosmos. 
Look, if you will, for a moment, 


at the first chapter of Isaiah, 
verses 5 and 6, if you want a little 
indication of what God has to say 
about this thing that we are now 
told that He loves. Look at it. 
Here is the picture of the great 
colossus of the Adamic race as 
God sees it. He said; “The whole 
head is sick, and the whole heart 
faint. From the sole of the foot 
even unto the head there is no 
soundness in it; but wounds, and 
bruises, and putrifying sores: they 
have not been closed, neither 
bound up, neither mollified with 
ointment.” This is what God says 
about the cosmos. He says that 
this old Adamic man who stands 
here like a mighty colossus has a 
head that is sick—sick with an 
intellectualism that will not let God 
Almighty, Maker of Heaven and 
earth, do anything that a univer- 
sity professor cannot scientifically 
understand, pigeonhole, and cata- 
logue on the basis of rational and 
natural understanding; sick with 
an intellectualism that denies the 
supernatural and reduces every- 
thing to the low plane of the 
natural; sick with an intellectual- 
ism that denies the eternal deity 
of Jesus Christ; sick with an in- 
tellectualism that denies the vir- 
gin birth of Jesus Christ, and 
sends _Him down the road of the 
ages stamped as the illegitimate 
son of a fallen Jewish girl and 
an immoral Jewish carpenter; sick 
) with an intellectualism that denies 
the saving efficacy of His shed 
blood; sick with an intellectualism 
that denies the bodily resurrection 
from the tomb; sick with an in- 
tellectualism that denies the in- 
spiration and authority of the Bi- 
ble; sick with an _ intellectualism 
that denies the personality of the 
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Strong Speakers

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tualism that denies the person-

Ill. Expensive In Its Sacrifice 

I would remind you, in the third 
place, that the love of God is ez- 
pensive in its sacrifice. “God so 
loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son.” Would you at- 
tempt, this. morning, to meas- 
ure the expensiveness and the 
costliness of the sacrifices of Jes- 
us Christ? Tell me, what measur- 
ing rod would you bring? What 
system of weights and measures 
would you stand up alongside of 
Jesus Christ, and attempt to fig- 
ure out on some mathematical 
basis the infinite costliness of the 
sacrifice of the Saviour? Where 
would you go? What kind of rod 
would you put down into the res- 
ervoir of love like this in John 
3:16 and then pull it out and say, 
“It is that much?” 

The only way that I can ap- 
proximate, in my own thinking 
something of the great expensive 
character and nature of the love 
of God is to come at it from the 
angle of His agony. Come with 
me, will you, into Gethsemane’s 
garden and there we see, under 
the olive trees, the Man clad in 
white raiment, His hands out- 
stretched to the Father in pray- 
er, His pale face turned to the

sky, bathed in the filtering moon- 
light as it trickles through the 
gently waving leaves of the olive 
trees. AS we come near Him, we 
see that He is in agony of soul. 
As we crowd a little closer on

“Immanuel”’—His Birth Announced, 
His Incarnation, His Forgiveness, His 
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vitation. In the person of Jesus Christ 
is to be found “all the fullness of the

V. Exclusive In Its Bestowments 
I would remind you in the fifth 
place—the love of God here re- 
vealed in this verse is exclusive 
in its bestowments.

—whosoever; but the bestowment 
is only upon those who believe. Ex- 
clusive in its bestowment—whoso- 
ever believeth, not whosoever joins 
a church; not whosoever comes 
forward and is baptized either in 
a baptistry or in a font; not who- 
soever is confirmed or does good 
deeds. Whosoever believeth—that’s 
the word, blessed be God!—that's 
the word this morning. Without 
works of righteousness; not of 
works lest any man should boast. 
But this marvelous love, so divine, 
and so amazing, that we are talk- 
ing about is a love that will have 
all or nothing. Away with your 
myths; away with your ceremon- 
ies; away with this and that with 
which you clutter up the altar of 
salvation! Wipe it all away; sweep 
it all way and let the altar of 
Calvary be decked only with a 
love, this morning, that reaches 
from. the highest Heaven to the 
very gates of Hell and will save 
whosoever, upon one condition and 
one only—whosoever believeth. 


VI. Exceptional In Its Work 

I would remind you in the sixth 
place that the love of God here 
revealed is exceptional in its work. 
“That whosoever believeth... 
should not perish.” That word 
perish intrigues me this morning. 
I wonder if you have ever thought 
much about it. Perish! It only has 
two syllables, but you can’t say 
the word softly. You can’t put 
gloves on this word. You can’t 
even whisper the thing softly. 
There isn’t a soft syllable in it. 
Perish! Perish! PERISH! You can’t 
speak it without feeling its harsh- 
ness. It grates on you, this word 
perish. Perish! Perish! ! Perish! ! ! 
It scratches you, and tears you, 
and leaves you bloody after it has 
passed by. Perish! Perish! ! Per- 


word that seems to have gathered 
up into its contents all of the

VII. Eternal In Its Benefits 

I would remind you in closing 
that the love of God is eternal in 
its benefits—everlasting life. My, 
how I praise God that there is one 
thing that is going to last! In this 
world where everything is mcv- 
ing and stirring, thank God there 
is one thing that is going to last. 
It is the life of God, and I have 
it in this body of mine this morn- 
ing. Everlasting life! God's love is 
everlasting; it will never fail. Love 
will never let you down, my 
friends. It is eternal. 

When you are walking up there 
through the sunlit paths of life, 
when the little wife is well, and 
the children are growing and 
strong, when the pay check is am- 
ple, and the bank account is grow- 
ing, and everything is sunny and 
rosy, the love of God can take your 
hand, walk with you through the 
sunlit ways and sanctify those 
blessings so that they will be 
infinitely more precious to you 
than even the sunshine could be 
without it. But, let me tell you 
something else, dear friends; when 
the little wife sickens and is tak- 
en off to the hospital, and from 
there to the mortuary, and from 
there to the little city of the dead, 
and you come back into a cold and 
empty home and look into the up- 
turned faces of the little children 
and in the darkness and the cold- 
ness you say, “O God, help me,” 
the love of God can walk with you 
there. I know! 

I shall never forget those ten 
short months in 1920, when five

stroke of death snatched a dear 
one from my side, including a 
father-in-law, a father, and a wife. 
I shut myself in my study by day 
and locked myself in my room by 
night, and groped in the cold dark- 
ness about me as I looked into 
the faces of Lois and Peg [Lois is 
now Mrs. Don Moffat], and I said, 
“O God, what... !”

ALL- WEATHER BIRDERIANS 


For once Mr. Chicadee spoke his mind. I would not say 
he lost his temper. I think he was only using it! It was Sena- 
tor Starling’s fault.

Be- 
cause rain or shine, snow or sleet, 
hot or cold, they can be depend- 
ed upon. “There are some words 
in the Bible,” he says, “which de- 
scribe them exactly—‘Be instant 
in season, out of season, always 
abounding in the work of the 
Lord.’””
